Lots beſides, And the bodily toiles which 
the Iſraẽlites endured in Egypt vnder the 
taſke-maſters that Pharao placed ouer 
them, werenothing in compariſon of the 
ſpiritual bondage of che Antichriſtian ty⸗ 
rantes, to whom, might theſe Egyptian 
impes haue had their willes, we ſhould (it 
is likely) haue beene moſt lamentably en⸗ 
thꝛalled.
